9 And not to be as their 
forefathers, a faithleſs and 
ſtabborn generationz a gene- 
ration that ſet not their heart a- 
right, and whoſe ſpirit cleaveth 
not ſtedfaſtly unto God ; 

10 Like as the children of 
Ephraim, who being harneſ— 
ſed, and carrying bows, turned 
themſelves back in the day of 
battle, 

11 They kept not the cove- 
nant of God, and would not 
walk in his law; 

12 But forgat what he had 
done, and the wonderful works 
that he had ſhewed for them. 

12 Marvellous things did 
he in the fight of our forefa- 
thers, in the land of Egypt; 
even in the field of Zoan, 

14 He divided the ſea, and 
let them go through; he made 
the waters to ſtand on an 
heap, 

15 In the day-time alſo he 
led them with a cloud, and all 
the night through with a light 
of fire, 

16 He clave the hard rocks 
in the wilderneſs, and gave 
them drink thereof, as it had 
been out of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out 
of the ſtony rock, ſo that it 
©uſhed out like the rivers. 
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18 Yet for all this they fin- 
ned more againſt him, and 
provoked the molt Higheſt 
in the wilderneſs, 

19 They tempted God in 
their hearts, and required meat 
for their luſt, 

20 They ſpake againſt God 
alſo, ſaying, Shall God pre- 
pare a table in the wilderneſs ? 

21 He ſmote the ſtony rock 
indeed, that the water guſhed 
out, and the ſtreams flowed 
withal; but can he give bread 
alſo, or provide fleſh for his 
people ? | 

22 When the Lord heard 
this, he was wroth; ſo the 
fire was kindled in Jacob, and 
there came up heavy diſ- 
pleaſure againſt Iſrael, 

23 Becauſe they believed 
not in God, and put not their 
truſt in his help. 

24 So he commanded the 
clouds above, and opened the 
doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down Manna 
alſo upon them for to eat, and 
gave them foot from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels 
food; for he ſent them meat 
enough. 

27 He cauſed the eaſt- wind 
to blow under heaven, and 
through his power he brought 
in the ſouth-weſt wind. 

23 He rained fleſh upon them 
as thick as dult, and teathered 
towls like as the ſand of the ſea, 

29 He 
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29 Ile let it fall among their 
tents, even round about their 
habitation, 

30 So they did eat, and were 
well lilled, tor he gave them 
their own dire; they were 
not diſappointed of their luſt. 

3i But while the meat was 
yet in their mouths, the hea- 
vy wrath of God came upon 
them, ard ſlew the wealthieſt 
of them; yea, and ſmote 
down the cholen men that

32 But tor all this they ſin- 
ned yet more. and believed 
not his wonderous works. 

33 Therefore their days did 
he conſume in vanity, and 
their years in trouble.

38 But he was fo merciful, 
that he forgave their miſdeeds, 
and deſtroyed them not.

40 For he conſidered that 
they were but fleſh, and that 
they were even a wind that 
paſſeth away, and cometh not 
again, 

41 Many a time did they 
provoke him in the wilderneſs, 
and orieved him in the deſert. 

42 They turned back, and 
tempted God, and moved the 
holy One in liracl, 

43 They thought not of his 
hand, and of the day when he 
delivered them from the hand 
of the enemy; 

44 How he had wrought his 
muacles in Egypt, and his 
wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters 
into blood, ſo that they might 
not drink of the rivers. 

46 He ſentlice among them, 
and devoured them up, and 
frogs to deſtroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit un- 
to the caterpillar, and their la- 
bour unto the graſhopper. 

48 He deſtroyed their vines 
with hail ſtones, and their 
mulberry-trees with the froſt, 

49 He ſmote their cattle al- 
ſo with hailſtones, and their 
flocks with hot thunder-bolts. 

50 He caſt upon them the 
furiouſneſs of his wrath, an- 
ger, diſpleaſure, and trouble, 
and ſent evil angels among 
them. | 


51 He 
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gz He made a way to his in- 
dignation, and ſpared not their 
ſoul trom death; but gave their 
life over to the peſtilence. 

52 And ſmote all the firſt- 
born in Egypt; the moſt prin- 
cipal and mightieſt in the 
dwellings of Ham. 

53 But as for his own peo- 
ple, he led them forth like 
ſheep, and carried them in the 
wilderneſs like a fiock. 

54 He brought them out 
ſafely, that they ſhould not 
fear, and overwhelmed their 
enemies with the ſea. 

55 And brought them with- 
inthe borders of his ſanctuary; 
even to his mountain which he 
purchaſed with his right hand, 

56 He caſt out the heathen 
alſo before them, cauſed their 
land to be divided among them 
for an heritage, and made the 
tribes of Iſrael to dwell in their 
tents, 

57 So they tempted and 
diſpleaſed the molt high God, 
and kept not his teſtimonies ; 

58 But turned their backs, 
and fell away like their fore- 
fathers; ſtarting aſide like a 
broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him 
with their hill-altars, and pro- 
voked him to diſpleaſure with 
their images. 

60 When God heard this, 
he was wroth, and took ſore 
diſpleaſure at Iſtael; 


61 So that he forſook the 
tabernacle in Silo; even the 
tent that he had pitched a- 
mong men. 

62 He delivered their power 
into captivity, and their beau- 
ty into the enemies hand. 

63 He gave his people over 
allo to the ſword, and was 
wroth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire conſumed their 
young men, and their maidens 
were not given to marriage. 

65 Their prieſts were flain 
with the ſword, and there 
were no widows to make la- 
mentation, 

66 So the Lord awaked as 
one out of fleep, and like a 
giant refreſhed with wine. 

67 He ſmote his enemies 
in the hinder parts, and put 
them to a perpetual ſhame. 

68 He refuſed the taberna- 
cle of Joſeph, and choſe not 
the tribe of Ephraim; 

69 But choſe the tribe of 
Judah, even the hill of Sion 
which he loved, 

70 And there he built his 
temple on high, and laid the 
foundation of it like the 
earth which he hath eſtabliſh- 
ed for ever. 

71 He choſe David alſo his 
ſervant, and took him away 
from the ſnheep folds. | 

72 As he was following the 
ews great with young ones, he
